PASSES AWAY 

Established First Bakery In Ow- 
ensboro— Father Of John 
Neubauer Of This Pity 
-Was Seventy Six 
Years Old 



FUNERAL HELD SUNDAY 



Mr. Thomas Neubauer, an aged and 
highly respected citizen, died at t? o'- 
clock thursday morning, death being 
due to infirmities incident to old age. 
He was too III to perform any kind of 
labor for about four weeks before his 
death. He was the first baker the city 
ever had, his business operated under 
the name of the City Bakery from the 
time he established it If years ago till 
his death. His business occupied the 
building in which it is at present lo- 
cated for over forty years. Mr. Neu- 
bauer was a modest and unassuming 
man, possessed a high sense of honor, 
and he enjoyed the esteem and conli- 
dence of all who knew him. 

Mr. Neubauer was born In the king- 
dom of Bavaria, on January 7, l&jft, 
and came to Owensboro to reside in 
August, IS52 and he was engaged in 
the bakery business here from that 
time until his death, except the time 
he served in the Union army as a baker. 
Two years alter coming to Owensboro 
he was married to Miss Scifriedof Jeff- 
ersonville, Ind., in the year IS04, and 
after her death he married Mrs. Mar- 
garet Wagner of Owensboro, October 7, 
I892. He never resided outside the 
city during his ft years residence here. 
He was the father of I4 children, six 
of whom are living. They are: Mrs. 
J. W. Larje, Miss Christina Neubauer, 
Mrs. Chas. Hale, of Rockport, Ind.; 
Thos. Neubauer, Jr., John Neubauer, 
of Cloverport, and Mrs. Elmer Mahon- 
•y. He is also survived by I2 grand- 
children, and three great grand child- 
ren. Mr. Fred Seifried of Curdsville 
is his brother-in-law. His brothers and 
sisters' are all dead. Mr. Frank Wag 
ner is a step son by his second wife. 
He has two step daughters residing in 
Evansville.

It wns concerning freight rebates 
thnt Mr. Morton was criticised aft- 
er his appointment In 1004 as secre- 
tary of the navy. He never denied 
thnt rebates had been given by the 
Santa Fe to favored shippers. Justify- 
ing the action on the ground of ne- 
cessity. 

Mr. Morton served Just n year as 
secretary of the navy, from July I. 
1904. to July », ItOBi While secretary 
he ndvocnted enliirnement and ln<re:is- 
ed efficiency of the navy and effected 
Improvements In methods of admlnls 
trntlon. 

Became Insurance Head. 

lu June, I!*)."). Mr. Morton tendered 
his reslRnntion as secretary of the 
navy to accept the presidency of the 
Metropolitan Street Itallroad company, 
the control of which hnd been ncqiiir 
ed by Thomas F. Ilyan. but he never 
assumed the duties of that position. 

This was Just after the insurance In 
vestlgallon. and the consequent reor- 
ganization of the RqvMlbta Life As- 
surance society had Just begun.

The c areer of I'aul Morton, who died 
suddenly In a New York hotel recent- 
ly, was divided Into three distinct pe- 
riods of greatly varying lengths. From 
1872 to 1004 he was a railroad man, lu 
MOM Mt Titer J of the navy In PfMl 
dent Uoosevelt's cabinet, nnd after that 
ptesMtBt of the Kcpjltable Life Assut 
unco society. 

He was born lu Detroit, May 22, 
HOT. His father was J. Sterling Mor- 
ton, secretary of agriculture during 
I'rc-ddeiit Cleveland's second admlnls 
trillion, the founder of Arbor day. ills 
mother was Miss Caroline Joy, of u 
prominent DetfOU family. When sU 
months old he was taken to Nebraska 
City, where he remained ou his fa- 
ther's homestead until he waa sixteen 
years of age. 

Mr. Morton's connection with trans 
pollution even antedated his employ- 
ment by the BurttagtN railroad at JUi 
a month, lu ltft% In the old days of 
the California trail be ofteu wutrluil 
long wsKon trains, drawu by mules 
aud oxen, go slowly by his father's 
Nebraska farm. His first ambition 
was to be a wagon boss or stage driver.

Saved by Cole Youn~sr. 

Mr. Elklns was taken to Ihe micr 
rllln camp and there fortunately re< 
ognlzed Cole Younger, an old friend 
and pupil of his. Younger Interceded 
with Quantrlll for the future senator 
and obtained a respite. As the giier 
rlilns moved off Mr. Elklns had to 
ride with them, but as he reached 
the crossroads galloped off for his life 
Younger held his captors In check, 
and he escnped. Younger, after the 
war, became a bandit and was n mem- 
ber of the Jesse James gang. He was 
sentenced to imprisonment for llfjj. 
and years after Senator Elklns not 
only helped to secure his release, but 
received him nt his own home when 
be was n free man. 

Before the war was over Mr. Elklns 
left the nrmy and in 1801 struck across 
the plains to New .Mexico, then a bor 
der territory of which two-thirds of 
the population were Spanish He ac- 
quired that language In the course of 
a year and soon secured a large law 
practice. He was elected to the leg 
islature and also served as territorial 
attorney general. President Johnson 
made him territorial United Sfntes dls 
trict attorney, and he was one of the 
few New Mexico officials whom Oen 
*nl Grant did not dismiss. 

It fell to his lot as a federal official 
to enforce the act of congress prohib- 
iting slavery. At that time there were 
In New Mexico thousands of peous. 
who to all intents and purposes were 
enslaved by the Mexican residents 
The abuse had been tolerated so long 
that It had become a regular social 
custom, but Mr Elklns. in the face of 
vigorous opposition. Insisted on the 
restoration of giese unfortunntes to 
freedom. 

But besides enforcing the law he 
was amassing a fortune. His law 
. practice was lucrative, and he had lit- 
tle competition. In particular he was 
associated with the Maxwell land 
grant, which, through his loyal sen- 
Ices, received the confirmation of the 
courts. 

Re-elected Despite Declination. 

Mr. Elklns first appeared In Wash- 
ington as tbe delegate to congress 
from the territory of New Mexico in 
1873. His popularity among the Span- 
ish secured him the handsome major-

Ity of 4,000, and he was re-elected for 
a second term while he was on a tour 
In Europe In the face of his own jkmiI- 
tlva refusal of the nomination. He 
felt that he could not decline such an 
honor, and he acquired In his second 
term a national reputation iy a speech 
In which he pleaded for the admission 
of the territory to statehood. 

While In congress Mr. Elklns mnr 
rled a daughter of ex-Senator Henry 
(Jassaway Dnvls of West Virginia. 
This alliance made hlra acquainted 
with great undeveloped resources of 
that mountainous state, and It decided 
him to throw In his lot with It 

Began Acquiring a Fortune. 

After the expiration of his second 
congressional term, although he was 
always recognized os one of the lead- 
ers of the Republicans aud wns a 
member of the national committee, ho 
severed his connection with New M< \ 
lco and lived for two years in Wash 
lngton. He found that as a western. t 
of national repute ho could make mon- 
ey by looking after the legnl business 
of the great Interests which were 
growing up In the ne%vly developed 
states. 

Next ho became Interested In rail- 
roads and turned his attention more 
and more to the development of his 
wife's state In co-operation with her 
father. Together they conceived the 
West Virginia Central, which winds in 
and out of the Allegheny mountains 
It threads the Cumberland region and 
taps a district enormously wealthy In 
coal and lumber. 

Owning as he did In West Virginia 
hundreds of thousands of acres of tlm 
berland and thousands of acres of 
mines, Mr. Elklns became the un- 
crowned king of the state. He divided 
his power with his fathcr-ln-lnw, but 
in all their Interests they were united. 
He came back Into politics again with 
the nomination of James U. Blaine at 
Chicago In 1884. 

It has nlwnjt. been supposed that the 
Maine statesman owed his nomination 
to the railroad man from West Vir- 
ginia, and four years later Mr. Elklns 
again tried to make him the Repub- 
lican standard bearer. Mr. Blaine re- 
fused, but It was only after he had 
cabled positively from Florence, Italy, 
that Mr. Elklns ceased to press his 
claims. 

In Harrison's Cabinet. 

ne Is then credited with having had 
much to do with the nomination of 
Harrison and in 181) 1 was Invited by 
that president to join his cabinet as 
secretary of the war department. He 
held office for two years and was the 
Inventor of the term "post exchanges." 
He said that he objected to "canteen." 
the word In use In the British nrmy. 
as savoring too much of drinking, und 
the word "exchange" seemed to him 
to be the exact title for the soldiers' 
club at an army iwst. 

Already offered the complimentary 
nomination of the Republicans of West 
Virginia to the senate In 181)1. Mr. El- 
klus was elected In MM and served 
continuously to his death. He had of 
late been Identified with such men as 
Aldrich. but It was the force of cir- 
cumstances rather than Inclination 
which led him to take so strong n 
stand. 

Curiously enough, while he represent- 
ed West Virginia iu the senate lu the 
Republican Interest, his father-in-law. 
ex-Senator Davis, was nominated as 
vice president on the Parker ticket 
This wait, however, understood at the 
time to be part of an arrangement be- 
tween the seuator and the Democratic 
leaders and iu no wuy disturbed tbe 
peace of his family.

more easy. He said in his ( Iwenton speech, and be tried to hedge ■ 
little bit today in making exact figures, that four years ago mv Re- 
publican opponent got 88,000 votes, and that at this last election he 
only got 11,000 votes. When I went to school they taught me that 
if you subtract 11,000 votes from 19,000 votes that vou have 11,000 
left, but Senatoi McCreary, since he has been training with Percy 
Haley, has become a new scholar In addition and subtraction, and 
that is the way he figures it out. 

'Who has denounced Percy Haley oyer this State more than has 
Senator McCrearv I 

Eighth District Politics. 

"No, then, Senator McCreary says that after he went out of 
Congress in this district, that Ceor<re Gilbert or Harvey Helm or 
nobody else could carry it except himself: that it was necessary to 
take out three counties. 1 ask you. Senator, if you are not mistaken '. 
Did you not have three counties taken out of this district while you 
were in, and that afterwards, alone, Jackson county was taken out! 
I have a note from a member of this audience sayingthat that is true. 
I do not know whether it is or not. because I have not kept up with 
the many changes in the Congressional districts that here been going 
on in the last number of years. 

"Now Senator McCreary says that in the race between Hager 
and Willson, wherein candidates for the Legislature were running, 
that he made sixteen speeches. I never knew before how to account 
for Hager's defeat. He says that he made sixteen, and then turn- to 
me and says, 'How many did you make;' I say in that race when 
Henry Hines was chairman of that committee that I spoke in this 
town and some of you people, perhaps, may remember that when 
Senator McCreary had gone all over the State of Kentucky and 
charged,that Heckham and his gang had created twenty-three useless 
ofioes and had put Percy Haley in the best one of them, that I came 
here, and by the records proved to you that without Republican votes 
these twenty-three offices could not have been created. 

"I made ten speeches In the county of Taylor in three days', and 
that county went Democratic. 

Work Durinjf Presidential Campaign 

"Now then, when we come to the next race— the Presidential 
race — I answer that I did not make a single speech. The Democrats 
of Kentucky had asked me to become chairman of that campaign 
committee. You all will remember that I, as chairman of that cam- 
paign committee, stayed in headquarters for more than three long 
months; and I say here that in my humble effort to carry Kentucky 
for Bryan and Democracy that during the last four weeks of that 
campaign 1 never put my foot out of that house and onto the ground 
but three times, and those three occasions were when Mr. Bryan 
spoke in Louisville, when Senator Lindsey spoke in Louisville and 
when Champ Clark spoke in Louisville. 

"Senator McCreary, I have not said that you were too old. You 
have said that you were not. Who accuses you but yourself. You 
say doe Cannon is a sample of usefulness in old age. He is seventy- 
four years old. God pity us if in your seventy-fourth year you are 
to become like Joe Cannon. 

"He says that he was over in the Tenth district making speeches 
for Floyd By rd. Where is Flovd Byrd, the Democratic nominee i 
Where Senator McCreary made the most speeches there was the 
heaviest vote for the Republicans. 

The Bolting Accusation. 

"He says he is not a 'bolter.' I have not said that he was, but I 
have read from the speech of Gov. Beckham made on the tSth day 
of March, a few days after Bradley defeated him, in wh ich Governor 
Beckham said that except for the oolt of Senator McCreary that 
Bradley would not have been elected. He undertakes to define to 
you the meaning of the word bolter. I have never looked for it in 
the dictionary. 1 have never had any use for it; but when 1 do go to 
look for it I am going'to look in the hearts ot the Democrats o. the 
State of Kentucky and ask them to define it, and not the dictionary. 

"Senator McCreary said in his Owenton speech that he believed 
four or five Democrats in that Legislature did 'compliment' him by 
voting for him. Compliment i Great heavens, men! Compliment '. 
When they complimented C>1 lie James by voting for him when there 
was a regular nominee, the wires from Washington Hashed back the 
news to Frankfort from Ollie James that he would not be voted for, 
and he could not be voted for as long as there was a Democratic nom 
inee. 

"When the news was brought to Washington that on a certain 
day au attempted stampede would be made to Owsley Stanley, Con- 
gressman from the Second district, he did not risk the wires, he did 
nqt risk the mail, but he took the first train out of Washington for 
Frankfort to stand up and protest against any man 'complimenting' 
him as what we may justly term the 'bolters' compliment to Senator 
McCreary. Senator McCreary, your own representative did not 
compliment you f Who did compliment you —the man who brought 
about the defeat of the Democratic party and sent a Republican to 
Congress.

"Ke||ow c tizens. he -ays he stands here for lellei soman Dem- 
ocracy. I say that it seem- to urn that when he loft Kentucky when 
the Democratic nominee for the I'nifed State- Senate wasin the direst 

distress, that he took w ith him to t it.) of Washington, end never 

sent it back, enough Jeffersonian Democracy to let the Democratic 
nominee for I'nited State- Senator be defeated. And if, Senator 
Met eeary. you are again to be defeated when you are running your 
la-t rac*, will you, when you have gone to the great beyond, take 
with you -o much Jeffersonian Democracy that the other tt0,IJ0Q

"Now he goes on and tel.s you that the Republican parte out at 
Denver put a plank in his platform, which has been discussed, guar- 
anteeing a profit to the manufacturers and not guaranteeing a profit 
to the farmer. Now. both Senator McCrearv and I heard OMie James 
make that Speech at Mt. Sterling, and it does not sound so well to me 
made by any other man as it does when it comes from the lips of 
Ollie James.

Offers Beckham Mis Aid.
